With the coming change of administration (regardless of which 
one) the Committee had best take a good look at its work, and be 
prepared to do those things which otherwise will be done by "outside" 
elements on superficial review of the economic intelligence activity. 


The increased sum of money now being spent, as compared to two 
years apo, on intelligence, makes such a review almost a certainty. 
The Committee members should diagnose their ow problems and put 
forth solutions in collaboration, ctherwise the forces for economy 
are such that economic intelligence itself may be emasculated. 


Specifically, certain agencies keep their ow private commodity 
estimates which never see the light of day until they are exposed 
under high pressure of a national intelligence problem, and then they 
appear in contradiction too late to be readily resolved, if at all. 

L wonder the policy maker shows undue skepticism for intelligence 
put in front of hime ‘ 


Another kind of “coordinated sin,'is the deep dark secret made 
of projects in process, such as a recent rubber study, and an input~- 
output contract, when other member agencies were independently and 
at great cost retracing the exact same steps. This waste could have 
been saved by simply inferming cach other. 


In another case, informatd.on was gathered and stopped from going 
to other menber agencies (not because of any security problem) whbkch, 
when smuggled out, proved invaluable. 


Unless menbers can know what 16 available to each, subject to 
i security needs, neither singly net jointly can the membership do 
i ‘ its job. : : 


Further suggestions by various agencies representatives included 
“preaching” cooperation te agency analysts; in doubtful cases, coordine 
ating first, and then going up the line for permission to do so after= 
wards: and establishing full-time liaison officers in each others 
shops. .
